Fallore to Make Soch Report May Result
In Kevoentlon of Certifloate—The Re-

LINCOLN, Oot. 16.~In view of the
possibllity of a smallpox epldemic Bee-
retaries Balley, Johnson, Brash and
Somers of the state board of health
met in special session with Governor
Bavage this afternoon and prepared
the following statement, urging the ex-
erclse of every precaution, both by
phyuiclans and cltizens:

“During the last two years
has been a steadlly
demie of smalipox throughout the
United States. Many cases have been
mild, but it has been amply demon-
strated that from these mild cases
have often developed malignant cases.
Present Indleations threaten, for the
coming winter In Nebraska, a more
widespread and serious epldemic than
has been known In the state for many
years, It can readlly be controlled by
proper quarantine and Isolation. That
it may be possible to locate every case
promptly the state board of health has
this day, In speclal eession, resolved
that It demands of every practitioner
of medicine in the state of Nebraska
that he or she shall report by letter
every case of smallpox coming under
his notlee within twenty-four hours of
his knowledge of sald case, such re
port to be addressed to George H.
Brash, M. D., Beatrlce, secretary of the
Board. It is further resolved by the
board that fallure to make such re-
port shall be sufMclent cnuse under
chapter lv, article |, section 14, of the
Complled Statutes of Nebraska for
1901, for the revocation of the certifi
oate to practice medicine In Nebraska
of the party falling to make such re
port.

“The board further inslsts that
county boards of the several countles
be organized, as provided for in chap
ter lv, articla vil, section 6, of the
Complled Statutes of Nebraska."

Btate Treasurer Stuefer has made
public a statemernt showing the where.

effect, o the report was held back,

and s herewlith published for the first

Report of the Pepltentinry,

Not In many vears have the taxpay-
era of Nobraska been imposed upon
more extensively than during the last
two years. In nearly every &tate In-
stitution many people wore malntained
at the state's expense who were
noither Inmates nor employes, and, as
a matter of fact, had ahbsolutely no
business there. [ have made an In-
vestigation as thorough as elreum-
atances would permit, and what 1 have
already ascertalned la proof conclislve
that the most shameful methods were
practised by those In charge of state
institutions, In some instances due to
prossure from those filling state offices.

Mr. 8Spence, the bookkeeper at the
penitentlary, who {8 a democrat and
who was bhookkeeper durlng the ad-
ministration of Warden Hopkins or
for the Inst two years, reports that
Warden Hopkins kept in the nelgh-
borhood of twenly people, mostly rel-
Atlves, at the penitentlary at the
siate’'s expense, and not one of whom
was on the pay roll or had any right
thers,

He appolnted a relative steward of
the institution, a young, unsophistiont-
ed fellow, who knew practienlly noth-
Ing of the dutles, and by reason of his
Incompetency there {8 an abundance
of evidence to show that the state wan
preyed upon by dealers from whom he
bought goods, which necounts in part
for the large amount of doefelencies
and unpald bills. It is reported by this
same bookkeeper, too, that during the
last fusion state convention a prome
inent fusion politiclan from Holt
county named Harrington bronght
down a large delegation of politiclans
in the interest of Howard, his pre-
ferred candldate for treasurer, and
had Warden Hopkins board and shel-
ter them at the penitentiary at the
state’'s expense until the convention
adjourned. Warden Hopkins kept
seven or elght of hisn family, and
sometimes more, at the penitentiary
all the time he was there In addition
to this he brought two nieces from
lTowa, and they attended school here
and made thelr home at the penlten-
tiary, A school teacher who taught
school near the penitentiary made her
home there for about six months, pay-
Ing her expenses thereat to Warden
Hopkins, of which amount he turned
over to the state $18 or at the rate of
$3 per month, Certaln convicts were
tncitly required to perform work for
private individuals, for which nelther
they nor the state recelved any pay.
These are only a fow of the offenses
committed at the penitentinry during
the wardenship of Mr. Hopkina, Other
reports of a very serlous nature have
renched me, but as I have not had the
time to make a thorough Investigation
Into them I have refrained from incor-
porating them in this report,

Industriai Sohool for oy

Many irregularities are reported at
the Industrial School for Boys at
Kearney. Altogether there were twen-
ty-two people maintained at thia in-
atitution who were not employed by
the state, and who were either rela-
tives or friends of the managoment or
of state officers. The superintendent
malnmined his wife and flve sons; the
Lookkeeper had his fumily of four
there; the chaplain had his wife,
father and son; a teacher namead Vos-
berg had two grown daughters; Mra,
Taylor, the cool, had one grown
daughter; another teacher had a
grown son and daughter, and the gar-
doner had a grown daughter.

InAustrinl Nohool at Genevs

Becretary of State Porter had his
sistor, Mrs, K. 8. Phllbrook, appointed
as matron and caused his aged mother
to be kept there as a charge on the
state for the iast three years, The lat-
ter's physical condition was such s
to require a great deal of attemtion,
and the result is that while Mrs, Phils
brook was drawing pay for rendering
services to the state, she was, in fact,
devoting the major portion of her time
to the care of relatives, There were
other Irregulurities st this institution,
but of minor importance and 1 will not
here make mention of them, though it
Is & matter of economy that these er-

rors should be glven attention and cor-
rocted,

Hospitnl for State Incarable Tusans at
Hnatings.

There I8 every reason to bellave that
shameful fraud has been practiced by
the management of the Asylum for the
Incurable Insane at Hastings,
claims  presented for payment to the
auditing department from this Institu-
tion for the last three months in 1900
aggregnted within $566.76 of the entire
wmount for the first nine months of
the year. During the first nine
months the totnl expenditures wore
$04,4:3.04: nnd during the last three
months the expenditures were $38,-
B67.88, Upon investigation I dlscover-
od that from the 6th to the B8lst of
December bils were rendered against
the state for 11,1321 pounds of butter
at 16¢ per pound, This act standes en-
tirely without precedent in the history
of the asylum, Not alone was a vast
quantity of butter purchased, but
muech of it was unpalatable and unfit
even for animal fond. Bills were ren-
dered durlpg the same period for up.
warids of $6,000 worth of clothing
without any good reason why such a
gurplus should be purchoased, The
clothing furnished s pronounced by
reputabls merchants who examined
the samples, and who are competent
Judges, as to quality, far below the
sample In guality,

Superintendent Steele for one and
one-half years kept his brothor at the
asylum at the expense of the state,
and gave him room and bosrd with
no right whatever to do so, and for
which thes state recelved absolutely no
compensation. Startling reports are
mude of occurrences at this Institu-
tion, but 1 have beon unable to go
further than to consult the offieial
documents and question witnesses as
to the quallty of the butter and cleth-
Ing In gquestion, It I8 due the man-
ngement, and it is due the tax payers
of tha state that these reports and
charges be investigaled to the bots
Lom.
